German Air Craft Dropping Bombs

Managed to Escape Safely.

his aeroplane a lieutenant observer,

He was about over 
the French line when he perceived a 
German flying machine going in the 
direction 
of Amiens. He 
at once 
started in pursuit of the enemy but 
the speed of his machine was slight- 
ly inferior to that of the 
Germane, 


and it was impossible for him to over- 
take the enemy. 
"In front of Amiens 
executed a 
series of

make possible the throwing of bombs 
some on the aviation field and others 
on the village of Gilly. 
This evolu- 
tion made it posslblef or the French, 
machine to come up. The lieutenant 
opened fire on the German and dis- 
charged 300 bullets from his machine 
guns. This fire damaged slightly the 
German machine but the

was not successful in striking either

grims gave them succor. Their pluck 
and breadth of liberal feeling was in 
advance of their time, and to them 
can be traced much of the spirit of 
toleration that is, and must be, the 
corner stone of a free state. 
The 


deep impress of this fact is found run- 
ning through the entire history as a 
nation. Bernhardt Faust in his book, 
"The German Element in the United 
States," says of the first ship to bring 
a load of permanent German settlers, 
those who settled Germautown, Penn- 
sylvania: 
"The 
Mayflower 
of 
the 


German immigrants to America was 
the good ship 
Concord," and 
she 


brought a company of religious refu' 
gees. Norwegian writers speak of the

first load of Norwegian Quakers to our 
shores in 1825. She sailed from Stav- 
anger on July 4, which was consid- 
ered an especiall5r good omen.

jected to the terms and conditions. 
They demanded an eight hour day or 
less, and the thirty dollars a month 
offered did not meet the union scale, 
and out o£ seventy men sent out the 
first week all but a dozen were back 
In the city before Saturday night. 


A farmer In the town of Lima sent 


an ad to the office yesterday for a 
farm hand and said, "I hope to have 
better luck than I did last week, when 
I had three applications from 
men 


who '.bought they wanted work, but 
they didn't." 


These little incidents tell the story 


of misdirected sympathy, and suggest 
that 2 touch of bard times is some- 
times a blessing in disguise. 


The seeds of socialism, planted by 


Roosevelt and LaFollette, and other 
lesser lights, have 
taken root.

much has been said about the "com- 
mon people," and "God's patient poor" 
that a line of demarkation has been 
drawn, and class distinction, which 
has no right to exist in this country, 
has rapidly developed to a point of 
danger.

NEAR CITY LIMITS 


Tom Pappas Goes Rabbit Hunufcinfl 


and Kills Animal Which Will 


Bring $20 Bounty. 


Tom Pappas, an Italian, went rabbit 
hunting today in the woods just north 
of the cemetery, near the city limits, 
in the town of Janesville. 
Rabbits 
were scarce, but Pappas succeeded in 
killing a young timber wolf, probably 
one of the pack of seven which was 
located in the town of Center earlier 
in the week. He brought the animal 
to the county clerk's office to collect 
the bounty, $10 from the county and 
$10 from the state, which amount will 
be paid when the form prescribed b> 
law is carried'out. For the informa- 
tion of hunters who may shoot down 
wolves in the future, County Clerk 
Lee states that the animals must be 
scalped in the presence of the chair- 
man of the town in which it is killed. 
The scalp and affidavit to the killing 
must he' brought to the county clerk's 
office, where an order will be given 
for the county bounty and certification 
made to the state for the collection 
of the state bounty.

Just one hundred years ago today 
Frederick Koenig tried out his cylin- 
der press for the London Times, the 
first printing press run by steam. This 
press was first used in ; the United 
States in 1827. The introduction of 
the cylinder press in the Times office 
causes a great commotion. The man- 
ufacture of the press was carried on 
secretly. One night the press men of 
the Times office waited in vain for the 
forms'to come down.. They thought 
that news of tremendous importance 
must have delayed the paper. Sudden- 
ly Mr. Walter, the editor, appeared 
among them and distributed the first 
sheets ever printed upon a cylinder 
press. It could produce 2,000 impres- 
sions an hour. Up to 1814 all news- 
papers were printed on hand presses. 
George Bruce, who came to America 
early in the last century, described 
how they 
got out the Philadelphia 
Chronicle. There were three men to 
each hand press, one to pull the lever 
one to ink the forms and one to take 
away the papers. 
They worked des- 
perately hard tor twenty minutes, then 
rested for twenty minutes. The output 
was of course, very limited, about 250 
papers an hour. 


Today the rotary press prints, folds 
and counts anywhere from 48,000 to 
70,000 copies of an 18 to 20 page 
newspaper Per nour. receiving great 
rolls of white paper and turning them 
out as neatly folded newspapers which 
appear at the breakfast table exactly 
as they leave the press. Three great 
inventors have made thte achieve- 
ment possible. In 1S48 Richard Hoe
